PLANS have been published to 
ensure that London keeps 
moving during the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games - and that 
athletes, officials and the 
“Olympic family” can get to 
venues on time. 

A new information document 
detailing how London’s road 
network will operate during the 
Games in 2012 can be read or 
downloaded at 
www.london2012.com/ 
publications 

The aim of the Olympic Route 
Network and Paralympic Route 
Network (ORN/PRN) is to help 
people who are essential to the 
Games get to the venues, and 
also to ensure that millions of 
Londoners are able to go about 
their business with as little 
disruption as possible. 

Greenwich Council leader Chris 
Roberts said: “We are pleased 
that the responses from 
Greenwich Council and many 
local residents and groups have 
resulted in a significant number 
of roads being deleted as core 
access routes to the venues. In 
particular, the removal of 
Blackwall Lane, Trafalgar Road 
and roads in Greenwich Town 
Centre and Crooms Hill is 
welcomed. 

“There remain areas of proposed 
operation which the council is 
not as yet persuaded are

Festival promoter Peter Conway 
said: “The festival exceeded all 
expectations and we are planning for 
next year’s festival - which will be 
bigger and better than 2010.”

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A sporting chance 

New after-school club offers sport for all abilities

SPORTS-for-all like Goal Ball and 
New Age Kurling are attracting 
curious children and parents to a new 
Friday after-school club. 

Young people aged seven to 13, with or 
without disabilities, are flocking to the 
two hours of challenges at St Benet’s 
Catholic Church at 31 Abbey Grove, just 
five minutes from Abbey Wood Station. 

And it’s a ‘level playing-field!’ All the 
activities on the programme are equally 
accessible to all. 

The new club - offering young people 
“sports on your doorstep” - aims to get 
more children into regular fun fitness 
sessions. 

Keen parents at the church, backed by 
parish priest, Father Richard Diala, have 
secured backing of just over £4,000 from a 
special Stratford-based programme called 
‘Sport Unlimited,’ and that has 
been matched by Greenwich 
Council’s Disability Sports 
Legacy initiative. 

GT and Greenwich 
Mayor, Cllr Barbara 
Barwick, called in 
while a tense game of 
Goal Ball was 
underway. 

Everyone puts on 
black-out goggles 
and judges the 
whereabouts of the 
ball because it jingles 
as it travels! 

Later, there was New 
Age Kurling where the 
kurling-stones are specially 
weighted so they’re equally 
manageable for everyone to slide 
towards the scores, including players in 
wheelchairs. 

Samsara, eight, was there with sister 
Lauren, seven, and six-year-old brother 
Myles who is a keen goalkeeper at St 
Margaret Clitherow RC School in Cole 
Close, Thamesmead. 

She told us: “I like fun and surprises - 
and we don’t do anything like this at my 
school.” 

Mum Marva added: “Trying out games 
like Goal Ball makes you start to think 
about how some people live in darkness. 




Imagine if one of 
your children was 
blind. How would 
you cope?” 

The Mayor said: 
“We’ve recently had 
the borough’s 

Sportathon and the 
London Youth Games. 

We’re all of us becoming so 
aware of what the 2012 Games 
are going to mean to Greenwich - and 
the more we can encourage children to 
join in with games on their doorstep, the 
more they will get motivated and the more 
impact the London Olympics will have.” 

Children from all over Abbey Wood and 
Thamesmead are welcome to come to the 
new multi-sports after-school club. It’s £1 
per child per session, and there’s a tuck 
shop available.

WHEN people access health 
services they should be 
treated fairly and with 
respect but in my 
experience this hasn’t 
always been the case. 
Throughout my experience 
at Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
I felt that I was treated as a 
number, not as a person. I 
felt dehumanised and that 
my feelings were not taken 
into account. 

I’m HIV positive and I’m 
also diabetic, my diabetes 
was caused by toxic damage 
to the pancreas the most 
common cause of this is 
heavy alcohol abuse but 
some drugs (including HIV 
drugs) can also cause it as 
happened in my case. I had 
serious problems when I 
went onto a high dosage of 


medication. 

I explained this to my HIV 
consultant at the time and 
the Adherence nurse 
there that I had 
previously been 
diagnosed 
with 

pancreatitis 
but I was 
utterly 
ignored, 
despite 
my 

telling them 
what my 
symptoms were. 

I feel I would 
have been 

treated better and been 
better supported had I 
suffered from alcoholism. 

I also asked my previous 
HIV consultant who works 



at Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
a straightforward question 
how were anti-virals going 
to affect my diabetes, as it 
k was anti-virals that 
caused the problem in 
the first place and I 
was brushed off. 

There are more than 
two umbrellas 
where HIV anti 
lEr virals are 

' concerned. Not ah 
of us fall under the 
umbrella of those 
that don't want to 
be on medication 
or under the umbrella of 
those who can tolerate 
medication. Some of us are 
not so lucky and for 
whatever reason aren’t able 
to tolerate strong 
medications through no 


respect 

fault of our own and that’s 
where some consultants are 
falling down badly and 
putting lives at risk. 

I'm lucky I managed to 
stand up for myself but at a 
cost. How many out there 
who have faced similar 
situations and haven’t had 
anyone to turn to or made a 
complaint for fear of 
disclosure and wouldn’t 
think of contacting LINK. 

As a LINK member I hope to 
raise awareness so together 
we can address these issues.

POLICE on 
horseback, a 
fascinating line-up of 
historic police 
vehicles, and a 
specialist-trained 
police dog all 
featured in the 
proceedings when 
the new patrol base 
in Warspite Road 
was officially opened 
last Wednesday (July 
28). 

But the opening 
ceremony itself 
rested on the 


shoulders of just one 
little girl. The 
commemorative 
plaque was unveiled 
by 11-year-old Daisy 
Williams, as a 
tribute to her late 
father, PC Matthew 
Williams. He died 
suddenly earlier this 
year aged just 41, 
after four years 
based at Greenwich. 

Borough 

Commander Richard 
Wood described him

PC Williams’ father 
Paul said his family 
were delighted that 
Daisy had been 
chosen to unveil the 
plaque. He said: 

“Matt really loved his 
job with the Met, and 
we are very proud of 
both him and Daisy.”

One-stop — 

into ‘fantastic 

cop shop ^

A BRAND new base that 
centralises the borough’s 
police operations has been 
officially opened in Warspite 
Road, Charlton. 

It puts all the 999 response 
teams - together with their 
cars, vans and computing 
equipment - under the same 
roof for the first time instead 
of having them spread across 
police stations in Woolwich, 
Plumstead, Greenwich and 
Eltham. 

And although the 
Greenwich Police HQ will 
remain at Plumstead, the new 
building will become the 
operational heart of the 
borough for policing. 

Its facilities include a large 
refectory room, a gym that 
will be used for safety 
training, and a large park for 
operational vehicles 
meaning they can leave the 
station more easily and 
within seconds when 
responding to emergency 
calls. 

Borough Commander 

Richard Wood told guests at 
the opening ceremony: “Our 
vehicles, the volume of work, 
the needs of the public and 
those of our officers have 
changed. 

“The car parks at our 
stations had become 
inadequate. The service has 
grown but our buildings have 
not. It is no longer feasible to 
try to change old buildings, so 
the new patrol base comes 
just at the right time. 
Previously, my officers did not 
work in the best conditions,

but we now have a fantastic 
building. 

“We cover 15 square miles in 
this borough, and we 
investigate an average of 75 
allegations of crime each day. 
And crime is falling - we had 
an 11 per cent reduction last 
year. My officers are all proud 
and passionate about working 
for the Metropolitan Police in 
this great borough.” 

Ian McPherson, the Met’s 
Assistant Commissioner, 
added: “The police have a real 
opportunity to make a 
difference to people’s lives. 
My colleagues in Greenwich 
do an amazing job, and I’m 
very proud of them.” 

Mayor of Greenwich 
Barbara Barwick told guests: 


“We have a very good working 
relationship with the police 
here in Greenwich, and a very 
strong record of engaging 
local people and groups with 
the police.” 

The Warspite Road base will 
be used purely for police 
operations, and members of 
the public should continue to 
report crimes at the police 
stations in Woolwich, 
Plumstead, Greenwich and 
Eltham. It is due to play an 
important role for policing 
during the 2012 Olympic 
Games, and means officers 
will be close to the main 
Olympic sites. The Safer 
Neighbourhood teams and 
their vehicles will also 
continue to be based locally.

Disabled and older people get 
more say in support services

DISABLED and older people 
will have a greater say in 
spending the money on the 
services they need thanks to a 
new scheme. 

The ‘Choice & Control’ scheme 
will give people a budget from 
Greenwich Council which they 
can manage so they get the most 
benefit. The money can be spent, 
as it is now, with services set up 
for them, or they can choose to 
manage this money themselves or 
have someone manage it for 
them. The scheme aims to offer 
people much greater freedom to 
plan their support and spend the 
budget in the best way for them 
personally. 

However, older or vulnerable 
people who do not wish to take 
control of their budgets, or who 
are unable to, will not be obliged 
to do so as the current service will 
still be provided. 

It’s all part of government 
proposals to change the way 
social care is provided. 

Traditionally, the council 
decides what level of support 
people need and then provides the 
services. Under the new scheme, 
people assess their own needs 
with support from the council 
and devise a personal support 
plan. 

The scheme is currently being 
trialled in Greenwich with more 
than 100 people taking part. If 
successful, the aim is to have one 
in three people across London 
who receive social services 
support taking advantage of the 


greater choice and control of the 
scheme by 2011. 

“The idea is that the people 
involved are the best ones to 
decide how to spend the money,” 
said Cllr Peter Kotz, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
health, adults and older people. 
“It gives them the sense that it’s 
their money, and they can be 
involved in choosing exactly what 
will help them most to live the 
way they want. Many people with 
disabilities - particularly young 
people - have been calling for this 
for years because they don’t want 
things done for them. They want 


to run their own support. 

“It means people will have a 
more flexible way to organise 
home care. For example, they may 
choose to employ a personal 
assistant or a friend who is 
willing to help them. They can 
spend time going out when they 
want, rather than attending a day 
care centre. The whole idea is to 
give people ‘choice and control’ 
over the way their service is 
delivered, and make them aware 
of what is available.”

We're in the driving seat 


FORMER dustman Paul 
Rice, from Plumstead, 
was left with little 
movement in his arms 
and legs following a 
spinal injury after a 
road accident in 2006 . 
He spent seven months 
undergoing 
rehabilitation at Stoke 
Mandeville Hospital in 
Buckinghamshire and 
was provided with a 
package of care from an 
agency when he 
returned to home. 

Staff visited him at his 
Plumstead home twice 


a day and his partner 
acted as his main carer. 
Under the Choice & 
Control scheme, Paul 
now employs a personal 
assistant to help him at 
home, and to go out. He 
now goes to the gym 
and visits his pub twice 
a week to socialise with 
old friends. 

He is now keen to re- 
train so he can return 
to work and aims to 
include this target in 
his next support plan. 
“This new scheme is 
better for people like 


me,” he said. “It gives 
me more freedom and I 
am not dependent on 
different people coming 
in from an agency It’s a 
good scheme, and I’m 
right behind it.” 
Sixty-six year old John 
Littlefield has also been 
taking part in the 
Greenwich trial 
scheme. John used to be 
a keen sportsman but 
in recent years he has 
been disabled by spinal 
problems. He has also 
had a series of mini 
strokes which affected 


his mobility, and he 
now uses a wheelchair. 
He said: “The Choice & 
Control scheme is 
absolutely fantastic. It 
gives you flexibility to 
run your life, and 
control of what you 
want to do when you 
want to do it. 

If you stick to a fixed 
regime, as I have in the 
past, it restricts you 
from getting up when 
you like. Now, I can 
have a lie in, and carers 
can help get my 
breakfast.”

Roan revisited 




H eadteacher Des 
Malone and his 1,200- 
pupils, parents and 
friends spent the day 
reminiscing - and 
looking forward to a bright 
future. 

News had just come through 
that the historic two-site school - 
main building on the top of Maze 
Hill, Blackheath, and junior 
annexe in Westcombe Park Road 
- WILL get its long-anticipated 
refurbishment, despite 

government cutbacks. 

Mr Malone told GT: “Our 
planned building programme 
will do our children proud, 
making sure that they have 
facilities commensurate with the 
21st century.” 

Staff, pupils and parents will be 
looking at designs at the 
beginning of next term, and 
hopes are high that the project 
will be finished by 2014. 

Greenwich MP Nick Raynsford, 
a Founder’s Day guest, has had 
close ties with the school since he 
was first elected in 1992. He told 
us: “A real problem has been the 
premises, which are far below the 
standards you would expect for a 
really successful modern school 
such as this. 

“And the good news over this 
past week is that, despite fears 
around the ‘schools-for-the- 
future programme’, a start can 
be made on The John Roan 
within the next 12 months. I am 
absolutely delighted.” 

Earlier in the day, the whole 
school had gathered at St Alfege 
Church in Greenwich town 
centre for the annual service of 
thanksgiving for the ancient 
establishment, first set up in 1677 
as “Mr Roan’s charity”. 

Ex-pupil David Horsburgh, 
editor of the Old Roan 
Association magazine, told GT: 
“Founder’s Day gives us that 
connection with history, 
remembering so many people 
who have gone before. 

“For instance, today, music like 
‘Wild Thing’ by The Troggs, 
along with The Monkees, Miles 
Davis, and the theme from Doctor 
Who, was performed by pupils in 
a church where Thomas Tallis, 


the founder of English music, 
was organist and choirmaster all 
those years ago!” 

All students down the ages 
automatically become members 
of the social and sporting Old 
Roan Association, whose current 
president is the school’s deputy 
headteacher Jan Farmer. She’s 
been at the school since 1991. 

Jan was hosting a President’s 
Day for all the family at the 
association’s clubhouse in 
Kidbrooke Park Road on the 
Sunday, and there was a cricket 
match between Old Roan and 
current pupils before the end of 
this term. 

Jan told GT: “One of my aims is 
to bring the community of the 
school closer to the ‘community 
of the Old Roan Association.” 

Steve Nelson, current Principal 
Director of the SE London 
Chamber of Commerce, is an Old 
Roanian, along with his “little 
sis” Linda - although Linda was 
based at the old Roan Girls’ 
Grammar School in nearby 
Devonshire Drive, and the pair 
only associated with each other

once a year at Founder’s Day! 
Steve, who has lived in the 
borough all his life, told us: 
“When we went down Maze Hill 
for swimming at the Greenwich 
Baths, I just kept looking at this 
school and thinking ‘what a 
lovely building’.” 

When he got there, he found 
there were four houses - Drake, 
Wolfe, Rodney and Nelson. “I 
thought I would have been put in 
Nelson, but I was in Drake.” 

Steve added: “I absolutely loved 
the school, the whole set-up, 
there was such a ‘buzz’, and, until 
I became president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, I was a 
governor here for 18 years.” 

“The Roan Association has 
formed so much of my 
social life for the last 45 
years too. It’s all just 
brilliant. I would say W 
that with the 
exception of 

marrying my wife 
Shirley The John 
Roan has been the 
most influential i 
thing in my whole 


life.” 

One of the oldest ex-pupils at 
the party was Mike Titheridge, 
now living in Kent, who got into 
the old grammar school in 1951 
after passing his 11-plus exam. 

The retired prison officer has 
fond memories of playing both 
football and cricket for the 
Association. “And, at one time, I 
played table tennis for them in 
the league,” he added. 

“A lot of us have now formed a 
‘league of retired gentlefolk’ and 
we go off on rambles, go to 
watch cricket, and go to few 
pubs.” 

Margaret Daboh, 14, from 
Abbey Wood, originally 
comes from Sierra 
Leone. She said: 

“I enjoyed the 
Founder’s day 
service, the 


variety of the performances, the 
speeches. There were some good 
stories about the old days.” 

Rosa Evans, 15, from 
Greenwich, was a part of the 
ceremonial procession, wearing 
her John Roan badge on her t- 
shirt with pride. She’ll be coming 
back into the Sixth Form next 
year, as will 16-year-old Sam 
Douglas-Freeman from 

Woolwich. 

Sam told us: “The older people 
who have come back today have a 
‘different take’ on our school. It’s 
interesting to see how it’s 
changed over the years.”

Historic hairdresser 
appeals for 100th 
anniversary snippets

ONE of the borough’s most 
established hairdressers is 
looking for some very 
special cuttings - to boost 
its archives. 

Woodheads, now a unisex 
hair salon in Well Hall Road, 
Eltham, is in its 96th year. 

Present proprietor Jane 
Bennett, a granddaughter of 
the original founder Alfred 
Woodhead, is asking GT 
readers’ help to build up a 
treasure trove of photos and 
written memories for the 
whole family before they reach 
the centenary! 

Jane recalls: “Grandfather 
opened the business in 1915 
and moved into the maisonette 
at the shop with his wife Edith 
and their three children, Elsie, 
Frank and Harold, who was 
aged two when they moved in. 


“My grandfather worked in 
the shop until he was called to 
the First World War. 

“There, he was posted behind 
enemy lines in France where 
he cut the soldiers’ hair. 

“While he was away my 
grandmother ( who was not a 
hairdresser) employed a 
gentleman hairdresser at 
Woodheads. She had the front 
shop as a sweet shop where she 
also served teas and sold 
cigars. 

“After the War, granddad 
returned and opened 
Woodheads as one of the first 
ladies’ hairdressers in 
Eltham.” 

Jane says the gents’ 
hairdressing was at the front 
of the shop and the ladies’ 
salon at the back. 

She told us: “There were 
cubicles all through the shop, 
the last of which were taken 
down in 1979.” 


By 1921, Jane’s granddad was 
buying a house in Greenvale 
Road to make room for the 
couple’s fourth child, Beryl, 
who is Jane Bennett’s mum. 

And, five years after that, 
Alfred bought a shop in 
Green’s End, Woolwich, and 
the family moved from 
Greenvale Road to the new 
houses in Glenlea Road. 

However, says Jane, it wasn’t 
long before the family had 
moved back into the 
maisonette at the shop which 
had been turned back into

accommodation.

F RIENDS of parks across the 
borough are celebrating the 
award of no fewer than SIX 
Green Flag awards - the 
highest number ever - to 
parks managed and developed by 
Greenwich Council. 

Four of the awards were retained, 
an achievement in itself, and two 
were new - for Eltham Park North 
and South, and Horn Park in Lee. 

“We’re absolutely delighted.” said 
Terry Powley, who chairs the 
Eltham Park South Friends. “We 
feel the park has begun to become a 
more attractive place for the whole 
community. People are using it to a 
much greater extent and the Green 
Flag shows that all our efforts with 
the council to enhance its facilities 


have been rewarded. 

“We were set up in 2005 and we’ve 
been working consistently since 
then. We plant daffodils and 
crocuses every year with the 
Eltham Park Residents Association 
and helped to make sure that the 
tennis courts have been restored.” 

The park’s cafe has been open for 
the first summer and has become 
the focal point for people to gather. 
“It just draws people together,” said 
Terry. “Mums and dads get 
together after school with their 
children. Teenagers use the table 
tennis table, so it’s a nice scene all 
round. 

“This year was also the second of 
the Parksfest initiatives. Instead of 
having just one event, we had a 


concert spread over three weekends 
and tried to recreate that kind of 
bandstand appeal.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

may have tried 
to cheapen 

~ Abba’s music 

with his awful chat show, 
Knowing Me Knowing You a 
decade ago, but he failed 
miserably. The continued 
resurgence of the 
Scandinavian band and the 
disappearance of Partridge 
shows just how badly he 
misjudged their enduring 
popularity. 

And now Abba are the 
subject of a tribute show 
celebrating 40 years of their 
hits which comes to 
Greenwich later in the year. 
Thank You For The Music is 
now in its 17th year, and has 
entertained the nation for 
even longer than Bjorn, 
Agnetha, Benny and Frida 
did during the 1970s and 80s. 
Million-selling hit followed 
million-selling hit for the 
Scandinavian four-piece 
during their heyday, and to 
celebrate the 40th 
anniversary of the band’s 
first smash, the stage show is 
on at The Indigo2 on 
September 24. 

But if white suits and 
impossibly high voices are 
more your thing, fear not for a 
Bee Gees tribute act will kick 
off proceedings at the North 
Greenwich venue from 7pm. 
The disco-tastic combination 
of the Abba Magic and Bee 
Gees Magic stage shows 
became so successful that in 
2005 a West End stage show 
that shared the production’s 
original title requested the 
show changed its name. 

So it was renamed Thank 
You For the Music (but not 
for making us change the 
name) and it charged on, 
barely missing a perfect- 
tempo pop-beat as it went on 
a never ending tour of the 
UK.

The Distance From Here 
Susanna Wallin isan independent film- 
makerwho has herwork shown in 
different contexts including gallery, 
cinema and broadcast. TDFH is a 
revealing ten-minute movie and a clever 
film with a very important hidden 
message. Symbolism is used to show 
that even if people think they are alone 
there is someone that understands or 
may have even gone through the same 
thing they have.

Old Big ‘Ead would 
have stamped out 
player power 

WITH the rapidly approaching 
start to the football season - 
and following England’s 
abominable World Cup 
performance, there has been much 
speculation aboutthe comingsand 
goings of players and managers. 

Set againstthe backdrop of the media 
hammering afforded to the national 
squad’s manager Fabio Capello, BBC 2 
took the opportunity to air the terrestrial 
premiere of The Damned United, the 
movie starring MichaelSheen based on 
the late Brian Clough’s disastrous 44- 
day spell in charge of Leeds United. It 
was a mere blip on the championship 
winning manager’s impeccable 
credentials, and many consider him to 
be the greatest English managerthe 
national side never had, his forthright 
approach and media controversies 
blamed for the FA’s refusal to ever hand 
him the top job. And as an evening in 
homage to Old Big ‘Ead, the Beeb 
followed the 2009 movie with the 
documentary, Brian Clough: The 
Greatest Manager England Never Had. 
Hardly a media darling, Clough still 
managed to become as known for his on- 
screen persona as he was for his tactical 
nous in the dugout, and the 
documentary offered an 
in-depth study of the 
great man warts and 
all. Regularly feeling 
the wrath of his club 
chairmen and the FA 
for his outspoken 
opinions, he wasa 
hero to fans and utterly 
respected (with, perhaps, 
the exception of members of his 
chastised Leeds side], by the men who 
played under him. Clough was truly a 
man of his time; a gritty lad done good 
from post-war era Sunderland. And 
though he managed Nottingham Forest 
up untilthe mid-90s, it would have been 
intriguing to see how he would have 
operated in the multi-billion pound era 
of the foreign-ruled Premiership. 

During his pomp, player power was 
something that was limited to the queues 
of Soho nightclubs - not for star strikers 
holding their clubs to ransom, and you 
suspect Clough would have given short 
shrift to any player who attempted to 
coerce his club in to an exuberant wage 
hike or multi-million pound transfer. But, 
as the business of football has evolved so 
too has the power that players are able to 
exert. John Terry’s apparent attempt to 
stage a coup d’etat during the World Cup 
in South Africa is evidence enough of the 
power swing that has transformed the 
modern game. 

And as the media factory warms up for 
the new season, there seems to be a 
new back page story daily, detailing 
astonishing demands from players and 
bust-ups between players and coaches. 
While Old Big ‘Ead may have 
entertained some of these issues, after 
a discussion all parties would have 
decided he was right anyway. As if there 
could have been any other outcome, 
young man.

For 
trekking across the fields I 
took a 4X4, and I’m very glad I 
did, as by the end of the 
weekend all the standard road 
cars needed to be dragged out of 
the mud. For city-dwellers 
though, the choice you make is 
not just one of ‘will it get you out 
of a muddy hole?’ - you have to 
live with this car around town 
too.

The 3.0 litre V6 Outlaw with the 
auto gearbox comes in at a cost 
£33,900 on the road. 

Next on our hit list, the 
prestigious Range 

Rover Vogue, 
the one we 
have all 
heard 
about, and 
the one we 
all really 
want. But with 
a price tag of 
£66,640, for most of us it will 
remain just a dream. However, 
there are some good reasons for 
the extra expense, for starters 
this car is super luxury. The 
Range Rover was first designed 
for the lord of the manor to get 
around his land in pure style and 
comfort, and this quality still 
stands today. The Vogue is just as 
at home in Kensington as it is in 
the fields of Kent plus being part 
of Land Rover the off-road tech is 
second to none. 

No comparison would be 
complete without a word from 
the Germans, and this list is no 
different. The German entry 
comes in the form of the BMW X6 
30d. The main difference between 
this car and the two before is that 
this car is not actually referred to

It's a Shaw thing at Playhouse 


IRISH playwright George Bernard 
Shaw penned The Philanderer as 
part of his ‘Plays Unpleasant’ 
series, but the piece is more than 
tolerable, possessing the warmth of a 
Jameson's whiskey and the reaching jaws 
of an Irish wolfhound. 

The conventional comedic plot drips with 
social commentary and guile, and shows an 
understanding of human beings which is as 
relevant today as it was a century ago. 

On at the Greenwich Playhouse, The 
Philanderer is a satire on real life, and also 
on the melodramatic theatre and literature 
of Victorian London. Director Bart Williams 
recreates the atmosphere with aesthetic 
brilliance - a guitar simply replaces the 
piano - and the play comes to life, washing 
towards the end with only occasional dips in 
momentum. Lead role of philanderer 
Leonard Charteris - played by Michael 
Longhi - is a character worthy of both 
laughter and loathing. Longhi connects with 
each scene in a stylish and engaging 
manner, displaying his ability to roll 
alongside the best comic actors with ease, 
while Charteris’ pursuer Julia surges from 
scene to scene in a dissonant blaze of

yelling and crying. The display of high 
emotion and ‘womanliness’ highlighted 
throughout the play by Shaw and actress 
Kelli White as Julia, contrasts against the 
astute coolness of her sister Sylvia (Kirsty 
Lee Turner) and the other liberal socialites 
of the Ibsen club, presenting the challenge 
of thought and logic against emotional, 
aggressive and reactionary behaviour which 
lead to the first World War. This is realised 
by the director and the dynamic works well. 
The comic awkwardness of Paramore, 
played by Darren Munn, symbolizes the 
division between the formality of the late 


Victorian era and new social freedoms 
founded by liberal thinkers of the time, 
feeding the audience with some much 
needed humour, giving the play back to its 
main strength - laughter. Whether or not 
the pressure and intensity stifled the closed 
critics-night, the humour was often 
suffocated; lines were not given time to 
settle and the performance struggled to 
reach a level of comic satisfaction. While I 
enjoyed the play’s charm, the acting, 
sometimes overplayed and at times 
coasting, made little impact on the audience 
and the characters themselves. While it was 
a great task to take on a piece of such acute 
wit - and a complete and filling a play it is 
not - it would be impossible to find any real 
fault in the vision of the Sell A Door 
company’s director and the production 
demonstrates great reverence to Shaw’s 
work.

Their attraction is instant 
and intensely physical and 
Suzanne is quickly 
overwhelmed by a series 
of emotions that she 
believed to be long dead. A 
guilt-ridden attempt to 
abandon this new found 
passion - including a full 
confession to Samuel - is 
doomed to failure and, 
despite her husband’s 
violent protestations, she 
leaves home to set up a 
new life. 

Initially, Suzanne is 



reborn, her senses 
overwhelmed, her old self 
cast off with the shackles 
of her marriage. But the 
lovers reckon without 
Samuel: spiteful and 
vindictive, he denies her 
access to their assets, 
blocking her credit cards 
and, memorably, reducing 
herto pawning herwatch 
in a petrol station 
forecourt. With Ivan also 
denied work through 
Samuel’s influence with 
the mayor, the couple’s 
relationship starts to 
strain. 

Scott Thomas is 
outstanding as the wife 
and mother in turmoil, 
passionate and out of 
control in spite of herself; 


smouldering and sensual 
but ridden with guilt, and 
out of her depth but 
unwilling to seek calmer 
waters. Lopez is less 
convincing however, his 
passion restrained, his 
commitment less intense, 
his acceptance of their 
trialseparation 
undermining the very 
premise of the film; he, 
master of his passion, 
she, victim of hers. 
YvanAttal as Samuel 
matches Scott Thomas 
punch for punch. He too 
loses himself but in 
spiteful revenge, reducing 
himself to locking 
Suzanne up and physically 
restraining her from 
leaving. The victim of his 


own bourgeois pride, he 
plots his revenge 
carefully, maliciously 
reducing herto poverty 
and revealing a depth of 
emotion all too absent in 
their relationship. 

The direction is sure, the 
mood intense, the 
atmosphere oppressive. 
Quite why Ivan is chosen 
as the object of Suzanne’s 
affection is never 
satisfactorily explained 
but then passion knows no 
bounds nor respects 
social backgrounds. 

Verdict 

A must-see for all Scott 
Thomas fans. 7/10

Well though Sodje 
played, he was outshone 
by Kyel Reid, who 
seemed at times to be 
taking on Watford single- 
handed. The left winger’s 
potent cocktail of pace, 
skill and aggression ran

inevitable.
